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Acceptances for entry into the day division of Sir George Williams 
University in the 1969/70 academic year have been sent to 125 foreign 
students. Last year 163 foreign students were accepted. This reduction 
in acceptances reflects a reduction in applications, largely due to the 
coming Pert tction of a five-year undergraduate program including two 


collegial-level years. 


Of the 125 students accepted, 49 applied from Hong Kong and 31 from the 


Caribbean area. These figures represent an acceptance rate of 40 per cent 


for Hong Kong applicants, 36 per cent for the Caribbean. The rate for 


both groups last year was 36 per cent. 


The remaining applications that have been accepted came from 18 different 


countries. 


Releasing these figures today, Tom Swift, Director of Admissions, pointed 
out that fewer than 125 foreign students will enter the University. A 


sizeable proportion of those accepted each year do not in fact register. 
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
